Claim Rejections - 35 USC ' 103 



2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 (a) as being unpatentable over 
Clark patent no. 5,001 ,776, in view of Lappetelainen patent no. 7,046,644. 
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4. As to claim 1, Clark teaches the invention substantially as claimed, including an 
apparatus [see Fig. 1] for transmitting data on radio waves [RF transceiver, col. 1 lines 
5-8] between a master and at least one slave and controlling a rate [col. 4 lines 44-66] 
of data transmitted between the master and the at least one slave adaptively to quality 
of an radio frequency channel, comprising: 

a controller [controller 130] for controlling error detection in data transmitted on 
the radio waves; 

a quality determining section [DET 126'] for determining the quality of the data 
transmitted on a basis of an error detected [col. 3 lines 10-23]; and 

command generator [inherently in the "means for transmitting a command code" 
of claim 11] responsive to a result from determination of the quality of the data for 
generating a command indicating an alteration of a sort of the data to send out the 
command toward a source party having transmitted the data ["send a command to other 
transceiver", col. 4 lines 44-66 and step (e) of claim 1]. 

Clark does not explicitly teach data is transmitting in packet. 

However, baseband protocol for a Bluetooth system transmitting packet 
switching is well known in the art as disclosed by Lappetelainen (col. 1 line 37 - col. 2 
line 2]. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the Data Processing art at 
the time of the invention was made to apply the teachings of Clark for transmitting data 
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in packet switching protocol as disclosed by Lappetelainen. This modification would 
have been obvious and a person having ordinary skill in the art would have been 
motivated to do so because it would provide an adaptive transmission for a Buetooth 
system. 

5. As to claim 2, Clark teaches the altering section responsive to command for 
altering the sort of data complying with the command [col. 3 lines 58-68]. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 9-22 are allowed. 

7. Claims 3-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
